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DETAILED ACTION 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner' s amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 

1 .3 12. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with 
Mr. Nuss, Eric on April 27, 2005. 

2. The appUcation has been amended as follows. 
IN THE CLAIMS 

Please cancel claims 4-24 and 27-38. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-3 and 25-26 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-3 and 25-26 
are allowed since certain key features of the claimed invention are not taught or fairly suggested 
by prior art. In claim 1, " wherein a first width of the interconnection lines at a center portion of 
the interconnection line part is greater than a second width of the interconnection hues at an 
outer portion of the interconnection line part ". In claim 25, " a first width of the data 
interconnection Hnes at a center portion of the data interconnection line part is greater than a 
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second width of the data interconnection lines at an outer portion of the data interconnection line 
part" The closest prior art Fujikawa (6,683,669 Bl) teaches that it is necessary to make widths of 
the connection wires different so as to make all the connection wires have uniform resistances; 
Fujii et al (5,757,450) teaches inclined linear wirings are a part of the terminal lead-out wirings 
that connect the display, the width of the inclined linear wiring are adjusted so that the wiring 
resistances of the individual lead-out wirings are almost the same, however, singularly or in 
combination with other prior art, fail to anticipate or render the above underlined limitations 
obvious.
